The 
deputy magistrate's clerk pointed out, 
however, that he was disturbing the 
neighborhood with his mighty snore, 
whereupon the magistrates, probably 
taking this bemous offense into consid 
eration, for nothing else was alleged 
against the prisoner, positively sentenced 
the wretched man to six weeks' hard 
lubor..

The Chief Justice on the Geary taw. 
The chief justice of the United States 


has filed his written opinion in the case 
of Yick Wo, unregistered Chinese labor- 
er. It is very interesting reading. He 
holds that the provisions of the fifth and 
fourteenth amendments shelter all per- 
sons of whatever nationality, race or 
color within the territorial jurisdiction. 
He describes the punishmeat of deporta- 
tion sought to be inflicted on Yick Wo 
under the provisions of the Geary act as 
in effect a legislative sentence of banish- 
ment, unknown to tbe organic law and 
in violation of it. Concerning the Geary 
act itself, tho chief justice says that it 
"contains within it the germs of the as- 
sertion of an unlimited and arbitrary 
power in general incompatible with the 
imnratable principles of justice, incon- 
sistent with the nature of our govern- 
ment and in conflict with the written 
constitution by which that government 
was created and those principles se- 
cured."—Hartford Courant. 


Anxious to Break Gladstone's Heart. 
Lord Randolph Churchill, speaking at 


Leicester on Wednesday, revived the 
history of the three conspicuous Irish- 
men who had broken their hearts over 
the repeal of the union, or something 
equivalent to it—O'Connell, Butt and 
Parnell. 
Now Mr. Gladstone is en- 


gaged in the eamo enterprise and wilrex- 
perience just the same fate. Great Brit- 
ain will soon have an opportunity of 
showing its determination not to allow 
this empire to be disintegrated to please 
"the civilized world" or the powers who 
grudge England her prosperity and 
would gladly see her weakened by her 
own folly in taking a step backward in- 
to division, when all other states are tak- 
ing steps to attain a stronger unity and 
a completer organization. Lord Ran- 
dolph evidently expects an early disso- 
lution.—London Spectator.

CINCINNATI, August 10.—The Demo- 


cratic state convention met in Music 
hall to nominate a state ticket. It was 
called to order by Chairman Crites of 
the state central committee, who de- 
livered an address in which be held 
Sherman, McKinley and the Republic- 
ans responsible for the financial ills of 
the country- 


Hon. C. H. Barger was elected tem- 


porary chairman. He said Cleveland 
left his republican successor a surplus 
of a hundred millions in the treasury, 
with ftnnrml revenues of ninety-five 
millions in excess of expenditures. 
Silver was purchased and coined, not 
stored away as a useless metal. The 
free gold above the reserve was ninety- 
five millions, and a gold stream from 
Europe turned toward our shores, the 
net gain during Cleveland's adminis- 
tration being nearly fifty-five millions. 
Four years of Republican control left 
the country confronted with the ques- 
tion, What shall we do with the defi- 
ciency? As a resultof-reckless extrav- 
agance 


Yet the Republicans, who were re- 


sponsible for this condition of affairs, 
hoped to profit by it politically, through 
the distress of the masses. In other 
words they hoped the people would 
censure the assignee of an improvident 
and reckless spendthrift and reward 
the spendthrift that caused the trouble 
with which the assignee must deal. 


He then took up the silver question 


declaring that the Constitution of the 
United States never intended the gov- 
ernment should purchase and store 
either gold or silver, but that it should 
fix the weight of coins. 
Congress 


might, however, limit the coinage, but 
coinage should be free up to the limi- 
tation. The currency should be based 
on coin, but the ratio should not be 
controlled by the ideas of the govern- 
ments of Europe, itor be dominated 
by those of a single city of this country 
whose interests turn toward Europe. 


He declared the party utill in favor 


of tariff reform and denied that the 
bank failures were the result of the 
fears of the people. This reform would 
not interfere with the interests of the 
country. 


The temporary organization was then 


made permanent. 


The platform approves the platform 


of the national convention at Chicago, 
especially tLs tariff 
and 
currency 


planks; congratulates the country on 
the prospect of measures of relief as 
outlined in the president's message; 
expresses confidence that the Demo- 
cratic congress will devise wise laws 
to that end, and continues as follows' 


The financial situation is an un- 


fortunate legacy of the Republican ad- 
ministration. It is the natural result 
of the McKinley tariff, the Sherman 
silver law, the extravagance of the 
party lately in power and the creation 
and fostering of trusts and corrupl 
combinations by that party. All com.' 
bimng to shape credit, create distrasi 
in the money of the country and 
paralyze business. 


We recommend the national banks 


be permitted to iasue currency to an 
•irnount equal to the par value of the 
United States bonds deposited with the 
treasurer of the United States to the 
end that the volume of the currency be 
immediately increased. 


The platform then declares the in- 


terest of every true soldier and pen- 
sioner demands that the pension roll 
be made and preserved as the roll of 
honor; declares in favor of a just and 
liberal recognition of the claims of 
veterans, and favors the granting to 
them all that patriotism could ask and 
national gratitude demand; but thai 
the granting of pensions on fraudulent 
claims for partisan purposes in con- 
travention of the law as practiced under 
the last administration needs investi- 
gation and correction, the party pledg 
ing itself that the rightful claim of no 
Union soldier to a pension shall be 
denied, nor the allowance of any 
worthy pensioner disturbed. 


The platform closes by saying that 


the country has an abiding faith in the 
integrity, 
patriotism 
and 
exalted 


courage of President Cleveland. True 
to the people, watchful of their inter- 
ests, he 
will 
enforce honest and 


economical methods in the conduct ol 
public affairs and secure to every sec- 
tion the blessings of good government.

vides for the free coinage of silver and 
the repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act. 


Speaker Crisp and Secretary Carlisle 


have held a consultation relative to the 
rules to be adopted in the house. The 
administration, it is said, feels the 
necessity of the house passing such 
rules as will permit speedy action on 
the financial question. 


Pensions Suspended. 


WASHINGTON, August 10.—Upon in- 


quiry at the pension office ib was 
learned that up to date 6,472 pensions 
have been suspended which were 
granted under the act of June 27,1890 
the average being 170 daily. A large 
proportion of these cases, it is said, 
were suspended pending a medical ex- 
amination. 


In consequence of the scarcity of sil- 


ver coins, the Italian government has 
ordered the issue of $2,000,000 of bronze 
coins and $6,000,000 in notes of one 
lira each. The lira is equivalent to 
about 19% cents.

yards away. A blow from the sharp 
prow of the shell would have been fatal 
to tho oarsman, and Mr. Hnrlbut, realiz- 
ing his peril succeeded by a powerful 
left hand stroke in throwing his shell 
ont o£ the line. 


The boat shot by like a flash and left 


tho oarsman fighting with the waves, 
which rolled over his boat, causing it to 
settle at leasb one foot. He succeeded in 
getting to the shelter of a pier at Co- 
lumbia bridge, when the shell turned, 
leaving him in the water. 
With the 


craft m tow Mr. Hurl but started to 
swim to Belmont landing, where he was 
assisted by several young men who had 
witnessed his exciting struggle.
